Second 2 in date is weaker than first 2 
All letters in TRUST are sharp 
Reverse is sharp 


February recap 

Buy the rarest coins first and keep a sharp eye 
out for cleaned coins, Ray Hinkleman said 
during his February presentation on early U.S. 
type coins. 

Fully 90 percent of early U.S. type has been 
cleaned, he said. 

He provided a list of the top five most difficult 
to obtain type coins: 

1. 1796-7 draped bust, small eagle half dollar 
Survivors total fewer than 130 in all grades 

2. 1796-7 draped bust, small eagle half dime 
Fewer than 600 survive in all grades 

3. 1793 chain cent 

Fewer than 500 are known in all grades 

4. 1800-5 draped bust, heraldic eagle half dime 
Survivors total fewer than 850 in all grades 

5. 1793 wreath cent 

Fewer than 600 survive in all grades. 

Ray also listed six coins that are not yet 
"accepted" as type coins. 

1. 1838 small-star half dime 

2. 1838 small-star dime 

3. 1815 or 25 quarter with E or L on obverse 

4. 1807-8 small-head half dollar 

5. 1998-S matte-finish silver half dollar 

6. 1836-9 Gobrecht dollar
